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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 
HIGHLIGHTS 


GRASSHOPPER outlook in Utah is for considerable control if crops are to be pro- 
tected in numerous counties and localities. Populations continue to increase in 
areas of North Dakota, Minnesota and Wisconsin, Some controls applied in Oregon, 
Nevada and Wyoming. (pp. 717-718). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER larvae noted in Minnesota and Wisconsin, and some damaging 
populations present in Iowa, Illinois and Virginia. (pp. 718-719). SOUTHWESTERN 
CORN BORER damaging to corn in northwest Texas, southeast Oklahoma and northern 
third of Louisiana, SUGARCANE BORER infestations at lowest level at any time 
during last decade in Louisiana. CORN EARWORM infestation heavy in corn ears 

in southeast Oklahoma, and damaging populations present in areas of Missouri. 

p., 719) . BLACK CUTWORM severely damaged several fields of small corn, 

sorghum and soybeans in eastern Kansas, and damaging populations reported in 
scattered fields throughout Missouri. (pp. 719-720). FALL ARMYWORM infestations 
reached outbreak proportions in some areas of Louisiana, and SORGHUM MIDGE adults 
noted in Texas and Arkansas. WESTERN CORN ROOTWORM adults reported in Kansas and 
Nebraska. (p. 720). Heavy and damaging populations of a BERMUDA GRASS MITE 
present on lawns throughout Arizona. (p. 721). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL continues to damage alfalfa in areas of Utah, Idaho, Oregon and 
New Jersey (p. 721); and PEA APHID counts very high in areas of Colorado and 
Minnesota (pp. 723-724). LYGUS BUGS heavy enough to require controls on seed 
alfalfa in Chaves County, New Mexico. ALFALFA LOOPER outbreak continues in 
southern Idaho, and larvae damaging in Washakie and Big Horn Counties, Wyoming, 
and in northern and central Utah. (p. 724). 


Peak of second—brood CODLING MOTH larval entries expected July 9-13 in south 
central Indiana; first and second generations of ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH caused 
severe damage in Brown County, Kansas; and new emergence of RED-BANDED LEAF 
ROLLER noted in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland and Michigan, (pp. 725-726). 


ALFALFA LOOPER damaged many sugar beet fields in Washakie and Big Horn Counties, 
Wyoming; and POTATO LEAFHOPPER very common on beans in Trempealeau County, 
Wisconsin, and significant numbers on beans in Michigan. (pp. 727-728). POTATO 
PSYLLID situation serious in Utah. (p. 728). MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE damaging beans 
in a number of states and eradication effort underway in Idaho. (p. 729). 


BOLL WEEVIL infestations continue to increase from South Carolina to Texas; 
first-generation weevils emerging in several states. (p. 731). BOLLWORMS heavy 
in many areas of Alabama and populations heavier than usual for time of year in 
Louisiana. Damaging populations also present in southern and coastal areas of 
Texas. (pp. 731-732). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH adults active in New Jersey, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
Number of SOUTHERN PINE BEETLE infestations in eastern Texas increased. (p. 734). 
ELM LEAF BEETLE causing heavy damage to elms in Motley County, Texas, in south- 
eastern Nebraska and throughout Oklahoma, FALL WEBWORM a problem in Maryland 
and Delaware, and in Texas and Oklahoma. (p. 735). GREEN-STRIPED MAPLEWORM 
caused heavy defoliation to maples in southeastern Nebraska and defoliated 
maples in local areas of northeastern Kansas. (p. 736). 


MOSQUITOES annoying in Texas, New Mexico, Utah, Wyoming, Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and Rhode Island, and HORN FLY a major problem to livestock in number of states 
from Maryland to Utah. (pp. 739, 741, 745). STABLE FLY also annoying to livestock

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in Vermont, Illinois, Iowa and Wyoming. (pp. 741, 745). HORSE FLIES and DEER 
FLIES creating considerable nuisance in Wisconsin, and populations heavier than 
at any time since 1959 in Louisiana, being extremely heavy in coastal areas. 
Deer flies becoming severely annoying to man and animals in many areas of Wyoming 
and several species of TABANIDS troublesome in San Juan and Rio Arriba Counties, 
eae Mexico. BLACK HORSE FLY annoying cattle in Dorchester County, Maryland.

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WEATHER BUREAU 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
JULY 1962 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for July calls for temperatures to average 
above seasonal normals over the northern half of the Nation lying between the 
Continental Divide and the Appalachians. Below normal temperatures are expected 
to prevail over the southeast quarter and along the Pacific coast, while in 
unspecified areas near normal values are in prospect. Precipitation is expected 
to exceed normal in the Gulf States and Southeast, as well as over the Pacific 
Northwest. Subnormal rainfall is predicted in the northern half of the area | 
eastward from the Rockies. Otherwise, about near normal precipitation is 
anticipated. |

WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING JULY 2 


Weather conditions over the Nation were quite variable and contrasting during the 
week. An offshore disturbance near North Carolina left some 24-hour rainfall 
totals exceeding 12.00 inches, while only a few stations reported any measurable 
precipitation for the period in Pennsylvania. In Texas, nighttime temperatures

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS — ILLINOIS - Hatch of Melanoplus spp. nearly complete in southern 
half of State and well underway in northern half. Populations per sweep by 
districts in grassy roadsides, fence rows, etc., as follows: Northwest - 2-10, 
average 4.8; northeast - 7-20, average 12.5; east - 11-35, average 23; west-— 
southwest - 2-28, average 7.2; east-southeast - 6-17, average 4.9. Counts per 
Square yard in same habitat 0.5-33 (average 10.5) in west-southwest and 1-40 
(average 14) in east-southeast. Populations per sweep in clover and alfalfa 

by district as follows: Northwest - 6-28, average 16; central - 3-45, average 
23.6; east - 2-8, average 5.3; west-southwest 6-28, average 13.3; east-southeast -— 
3-19, average 11. Counts per square yard in same habitat 6-60 (average 20.3) in 
west-southwest and 6-33 (average 19.5) in east-southeast. In 1961, between June 
15 and July 6, grasshopper populations in clover and alfalfa varied O-7 per sweep. 
Longhorn grasshoppers also abundant in grassy roadsides, etc., varying 2-11 
(average 3.9) per sweep in east-southeast district and 0-15 (average 3.9) per 
sweep in west-southwest district. (I11. Ins. Rpt.). IOWA - Adults of Melanoplus 
Sanguinipes collected in Story County on June 22. Damaging populations reported 
from Washington, Marion and Clarke Counties in second-growth alfalfa. Popula- 
tions second and third instars, ranging 15-25 per square yard. (Iowa Ins. Inf., 
June 25). WISCONSIN - Nymphs, particularly M. femurrubrum, becoming increasingly 
more noticeable in light soil areas of State. Feeding injury not of any conse- 
quence at this time. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MINNESOTA - Hatch of M. femurrubrum and 
M. differentialis occurring over most of State. Close observation of crops, 
field margins and ditch banks recommended. Adults of M. sanguinipes and 

M. packardii present in light sandy soils in Washington, Anoka, Dakota and 
Goodhue Counties; counts ranged 0-20 per square yard. M. bivittatus in fourth 
and fifth instars in these counties, and M. femurrubrum in first and second 
instars. Little movement from hatching areas to cropland noted to June 29. 

(Minn, Ins. Rpt.). 


NORTH DAKOTA —- Grasshoppers continue to build up and roadside treatments 
authorized in northwest quarter of State. (N. D. Ins. Rpt.). In area north 

of Highway 10 in Golden Valley and Billings Counties, “hoppers'" averaged 12 
per square yard. South of Highway 10 in same counties, average was 15 per 
Square yard. Development ranged from first through fifth instar; 17 percent 
in first instar and majority in second and third instars. Few scattered spots 
in area south of Highway 10 had 25 "hoppers" per yard (third and fourth instars). 
Dominant species Aulocara elliotti, M. sanguinipes and Ageneotettix deorum. 
(Wilson). In McKenzie County, grasshoppers averaged 12 per square yard. 

M. Sanguinipes and A. deorum dominant species. In northeast part of county, 
Camnula pellucida also dominant species. West central part of county had 
average of 20 "hoppers" per square yard. Development ranged from first 
through fifth instar; 85 percent in third and fourth instars. (Brandvik). 

In Sheridan County, 50-100 "hoppers" per square yard counted. Dominant 
Species M. sanguinipes and M. bivittatus. Range in McLean County 15-25 per 
Square yard. eoncnaa Larsen). In Renville County, one field of alfalfa 
had 10 "hoppers" per square yard in field and 100 per square yard at margin 

of field. A flax field in same area had 5-10 per square yard. M. sanguinipes 
and C. pellucida dominant. M. bivittatus 30 per square yard in another area 
of Renville County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). KANSAS - Grasshopper nymphs (second 
to fourth instar) averaged 25 per square yard along a roadside in Wabaunsee 
County, east central area; species primarily M. femurrubrum. (Peters). 
OKLAHOMA - Threatening rangeland populations of grasshoppers found in Cimarron 
and Beaver Counties (8-20 per square yard) and light populations in Texas County 
on both rangeland and cropland. Dominant species Melanoplus pardalinus, M. 
occidentalis, Amphitornus coloradus, A. elliotti and Phlibostroma quadrimacu- 
latum (third instar to adult). Counts in Carter and Murray Counties averaged 
12-20 per square yard. Dominant species M. bivittatus, M. sanguinipes and 
Mermiria maculipennis. (Okla. Coop. Sur.) TEXAS - Light to moderate local 
grasshopper infestations appearing in meadows in Rockwall County; not serious 
yet. (Irvin). In panhandle area, populations ranging from first instar to 
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adult of Metator pardalinus, A. elliotti and Melanoplus occidentalis, predominant 
in that order, ranged 25-40 per square yard over approximately 48,000 acres of 
rangeland in northwest Dallam County. In Collingsworth County, populations, 
predominantly Cordillacris occipitalis, A. elliotti, P. quadrimaculatum and 
others, ranged up to 18 per square yard on approximately 20,000 acres of range- 
land near Wellington. In Stephens County, approximately 500 acres of mequite 
pasture had populations of Syrbula admirabilis,Melanoplus robustus, P. quadri- 
maculatum, M. differentialis and others, ranging from first instar to adults, 
up to 30 per square yard. Over remainder of State, populations of mixed 
species ranged from less than one to spots as high as 15 or more per square 
yard. Development of grasshoppers closely correlated with spotted rainfall 
pattern which has prevailed over most of State this spring. Some spotted 
controls applied where rains stimulated an early hatch. (Texas Coop. Rpt., 
Ridgway). NEW MEXICO - Grasshoppers averaged 8-12 per 100 sweeps on rangeland 
in Guadalupe County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Grasshopper outbreak in San 
Juan County becoming increasingly damaging to dryland wheat and range lands. 
Outlook this season is for considerable control if crops are to be protected 

in numerous counties and localities. (Knowlton, June 25). Injury becoming more 
common in numerous counties; adults increasing. Damaging barley near Hyrum, 
Cache County, and wheat at Kanosh, Millard County. (Knowlton, Haws, June 29). 
NEVADA - Two thousand acres treated for C. pellucida in Paradise Valley, 
Humboldt County; also, 3,000 acres reported infested in Kings River Valley, 
Humboldt County, with counts up to 50-60 per square yard. Grasshoppers, 
predominantly A. elliotti, M. sanguinipes and Oedaleonotus enigma, reported 
heavy on rangeland in an area approximately 22 miles long by 1.5 miles wide 

in Orovada, Humboldt County. (Del Curto). 


OREGON - Heavy concentrations of Camnula pellucida present in local areas of 
Klamath County; treatments by ranchers underway. Cooperative spray program 
covering approximately 5,000 acres carried out early in week of June 24. 
(Every). WASHINGTON - Grasshoppers, predominantly Melanoplus sanguinipes, in 
fifth instar and 10-15 per square yard on rangeland near Hooper, Whitman County. 
(Gardner). IDAHO - Grasshopper nymphs very numerous, ranging up to 150 per 
square yard, in rangeland grass plots located on Bissell Creek, four miles 
north and 3.5 miles west of Emmett. (Torell). Commencing to hatch in large 
numbers in vicinity of Sandpoint. However, infestations spotty and no exten- 
sive damage evident yet. (McPherson). WYOMING - Several species becoming 
adults in Platte County: Aulocara elliotti, Cordillacris occipitalis and 
Melanoplus occidentalis. Mating of one pair of A. elliotti observed. (Pfadt). 
Infestations found in following areas: La Barge — 1,500 acres; Pinedale - 2,000 
acres; Pine Ridge near Lingle — 12,000 acres; area near Costopoulos farm — 7,000 
acres. Reduction in populations noted in infested areas of Crook County. 
(Spackman). Control program underway in Niobrara County north of Ft. Laramie, 
(Fullerton). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - NEVADA - Trace, scattered infestations south 
of Battle Mountain, Lander County. (Del Curto). UTAH - Infestation reported from 
Oak City area of Millard County. (Knowlton, Ogden). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - NEBRASKA - "Shot—hole" damage present 
on 50 percent of corn in Clay County. Borers present in whorls and stalks up to 
third instar. (Bergman). IOWA - Activity high; leaf feeding on tall corn 20-50 
percent in northern third of State and 20-80 percent in southern two-thirds of 
State. Egg laying almost ceased in latter area. (Iowa Ins. Inf., June 25). 
MINNESOTA — Egg laying and egg hatch observed in southern half of State. Infes- 
tations vary greatly due mainly to corn height. Corn with extended leaf height 
of 20 inches or more had majority of egg masses and first-stage larvae. In corn 
below 20 inches, egg masses and larvae extremely difficult to find. (Minn. Ins. 
Rpt.). WISCONSIN - More advanced corn in Dane, Sauk, Iowa, Grant, Trempealeau, 
Crawford and Juneau Counties had 2-52 percent leaf feeding and 2-6 percent of 
plants had egg masses. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). ILLINOIS - Hatching now complete south 
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of U. S. Highway 6, but few egg masses still found farther north. Survey of 20 
more advanced corn fields in northern half of State showed 0-100 (average 43.3) 
percent of plants infested, with 0-600 (average 159) borers per 100 plants. 
Development 15.4 percent first instar, 30.8 percent second instar, 35.9 percent 
third instar and 17.9 percent fourth instar. (I1l.Ins. Rpt.). ALABAMA —- Light 
infestations in young field corn in Cullman and Blount Counties. (Buttram). 
VIRGINIA = Heavily infesting 40 acres of field corn at Warsaw, Richmond County. 
Approximately 40 percent bud infestation. (Clement). DELAWARE - Most first- 
generation larvae mature in early corn (field and sweet) in New Castle and 

Kent Counties. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Infestations in field corn planted 

May 1 or earlier on Eastern Shore in central sections ranged 9-61 percent; 
generally light in later plantings. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW YORK - Infesta- 
tions of tassels of sweet corn in Hudson Valley ranged from 97 percent in 
untreated planting at Poughkeepsie to less than 5 percent in well treated 
plantings in Ulster. Hatching expected to be negligible after June 30 and 
large borers will be working into the stalks. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - LOUISIANA - Infestations 
ranging up to 25 percent of stalks in some fields general throughout northern 
third of State. Peak emergence of adults of next generation expected during 
first week of July. (Newsom, June 20). ARKANSAS —- Second-generation moth 
emergence in Desha and Bradley Counties ranged 20-70 percent, averaged 52 per- 
cent. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Light to heavy on corn in southeast; up 
to 33 percent of stalks infested. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Heavy, wide- 
spread infestation, believed to be this species,-in at least 20 northeast 
counties; 10-90 percent of stalks infested, with 2-5 larvae per stalk. 
First-generation moths emerging. (Newton). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - TEXAS - Heavy, local populations 
attacking 20-50 percent of grain sorghum and corn stalks in Brazoria County. 
(Randolph). LOUISIANA - Infestations at lowest level of any time during last 
decade. Second generation appearing, but populations so low that little, if 
any, treatments will be required. (Newsom, June 20). 


STALK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - IOWA — Present in edges of corn fields in 
Crawford County and widespread over cornfield in Jackson County. (Iowa Ins. 
Inf., June 25). ALABAMA —- Several isolated infestations causing some alarm 

in Lauderdale and Talladega Counties. This pest has been found boring into 
stalks of cotton, corn, sorghum, beans and southern peas. Damage has been heavy 
in some instances. (Buttram). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - TEXAS - Moderate, rather widespread populations 
attacking grain sorghum heads in Nueces County. (Nolan). LOUISIANA - Heavy on 
sweet corn in Baton Rouge area. (Newsom, June 20). OKLAHOMA - From 75-90 percent 
of ears infested in Pushmataha and Choctaw County areas (southeast). Also 
reported on corn in Kay County, north central area. Fewer than 2 per 10 sweeps 
recorded in alfalfa in Choctaw County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). MISSOURI - Larvae 
feeding in whorls of corn in fields planted during an extremely dry period; 
stand very uneven. Feeding on largest plants in these fields. In north central 
and northwest areas, 1-5 percent of plants in these uneven fields infested. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). NORTH CAROLINA - Eggs averaged 3 per 5 silks on field 
corn in Coiumbus and Robeson Counties. (Mount). VIRGINIA - Local, medium 
infestations on field corn in Prince Edward County. (Peery, June 20). DELAWARE - 
Present on field corn in most areas of State. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - 

Light whorl infestations in field corn in Frederick and Queen Annes Counties. 
CUgaiid: . Ent. Dept). 


BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ipsilon) - KANSAS - Several fields of small corn, sorghum 
and soybeans in eastern area severely damaged. Stands being reduced 5-25 per- 
cent, and in some cases over 50 percent. Many of heavier infested fields being 
replanted. Infestations reported from, or noted in, Lyon, Franklin, Douglas, 
Osage and Miami Counties, east central area; Leavenworth and Riley Counties, 
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northeast area; and Chautauqua County, southeast area. (Knutson, Gates, Burkhardt, 
Peters). MISSOURI - Damaging corn, soybeans and grain sorghum in fields scattered 
throughout State. Several fields severely damaged in north central and northwest 
areas. Soybeans being damaged in southeast. In northwest, several fields had to 
be replanted. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). MINNESOTA - Damaging corn in Freeborn 
County near Albert Lea. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Moderate, local infestations in 
Nueces County beginning to move from weed grasses into grain sorghum following 
cultivation of fields. (Nolan). LOUISIANA - Infestations reaching outbreak 
proportions in some areas, especially heavy on millet. Infestations on crab- 
grass and Bracharia sp. in sugarcane fields transferring to sugarcane when 
grasses destroyed. (Newsom, June 20). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - TEXAS - Occasional larva every few stalks 
noted in Calhoun County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Bales). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - TEXAS - Adults noted swarming on grain 
sorghum heads in Burleson County on June 25. (Randolph). ARKANSAS - Adults 
observed in Conway County week ending June 23. Egg deposition underway. (Ark. 
ims, SWS) c 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - KANSAS - Larvae, pupae and adults of D. virgi- 
fera and D. longicornis, and adults of D. undecimpunctata howardi, noted on corn 
in several north central and northeastern counties. Counts ranged 0-28 individu- 
als per plant. D. virgifera adults first observed in Riley County on June 20, 
which is 16 days earlier than in 1961. (Burkhardt). NEBRASKA —- Numerous adults 
of D. virgifera present in 2 fields of corn in Richardson County feeding on corn 
leaves, This is first report of adults present in 1962. (Bergman). SOUTH DAKOTA -— 
Adults of D. undecimpunctata howardi collected on small grains in Grant County; 

1 per 10 sweeps. (Hintz). WISCONSIN - Eggs of D. longicornis observed hatching 
in Arlington area on June 19. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


RICE WATER WEEVIL (Lissorhoptrus oryzophilus) - LOUISIANA - Heavy emergence of 
adults in some areas. Larval populations generally light in most areas. (Newsom, 
June 20). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - KANSAS - One field of late corn 

(4-6 inches tall) in Pottawatomie County, northeast area, 100 percent infested 
with 14-25 adults per plant; causing severe damage (bleached appearance) to 
plants. Controls necessary. (Burkhardt). MARYLAND - Light to moderate on 

field and sweet corn on Eastern Shore, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Present 
on most corn throughout State and very numerous on field corn in western Kent 
County. (Burbutis). 


WIREWORMS - VIRGINIA - Severe locally on corn in Grayson County (Richardson, 
June 23) and light locally on corn in Prince William County (Longmire, June 20). 
WYOMING - Limonius sp. larvae still being found in corn fields in Goshen County; 
counts less than 1 per square foot. (Fullerton). 


RICE STINK BUG (Oebalus pugnax pugnax) - LOUISIANA - Infestations generally low 
throughout rice-growing area, but populations present on Echinochloa spp. as 
heavy as 2 per sweep in few fields. (Newsom, June 20). ARKANSAS - Found in 
grassy rice fields; counts per 100 sweeps ranged 20-46 and averaged 34 adults 
and 3 nymphs. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


A PLANT BUG (Trigonotylus dohertyi) - DELAWARE - Adults common on corn through- 
out State. (Burbutis). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - KANSAS - Migrating from mature cereal grains 
to sorghum in field in Riley County, northeast area. (Knutson). ALABAMA — 
Moderate to heavy on young corn in Lee County. (Guyton). 
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HAIRY CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus hirtus) - OHIO -— Not as abundant in Akron 
area as in past 3 years. (Polivka). 


SIX-SPOTTED LEAFHOPPER (Macrosteles fascifrons) - NORTH DAKOTA - Five per 10 
sweeps on wheat in Renville County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Present 
generally in northeastern one-fourth of State. Counts ranged 1-45 per 10 sweeps 
on small grains. (Hintz). 


A SPITTLEBUG (Prosapia biciucta) -— GEORGIA - Adults 20 per sweep on coastal 
Bermuda grass in Tift County. (Byers, June 21). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - OKLAHOMA - Light on corn, grain sorghum 
and Johnson grass in southeast. Localized on grain sorghum in Mayes County, 
northeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Populations ranged 1-80 per 10 
sweeps on small grains in northeastern one-fourth of State. (Hintz). WISCONSIN - 
This species and Macrosiphum granarium decreased appreciably on oats in western 
and southwestern areas of State. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A BERMUDA GRASS MITE (Aceria neocynodonis) - ARIZONA - Heavy and damaging 
Bermuda grass lawns statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - IDAHO - Larval damage continues severe in many 
fields throughout southwestern and south central areas. Untreated fields showing 
heavy damage. However, in southeastern area, most larvae in fourth and fifth 
instars and commencing to pupate. Populations vary up to 30 per sweep in 
untreated fields and adults common, but not numerous. (Portman). In Nez Perce 
County, near Reubens and Waha, larvae causing considerable damage, with some 
fields showing very heavy damage and populations running as high as 25 per 
sweep. Heavy populations scattered throughout county. (Kambitsch). OREGON - 
Caused substantial damage to alfalfa in parts of Klamath County, particularly 

in those fields not receiving early season treatments. (Every). NEVADA —- Light 
in Orovada area, Humboldt County. (Uriarte). UTAH - Larvae holding back second 
growth; many fields treated. Late cut fields and fields not treated in early 
spring particularly hard hit. (Knowlton, June 25). COLORADO — Declined in 
Arkansas River Valley; not economic at present. (Schweissing). NEW MEXICO - 
Larvae, probably this species, averaged 32-50 per 25 sweeps in alfalfa near 
Chama, Rio Arriba County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). KANSAS - Specimens collected in 
alfalfa in Finney County, southwest area, by L. J. DePew. Det. by L. L. Peters. 
This is a new county record. (Peters). ALABAMA - Observed on alfalfa in Lee, 
Limestone and Talladega Counties. (Buttram). MARYLAND - Larvae averaged 1 per 
Sweep on alfalfa in Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). NEW JERSEY - 
Several fields of alfalfa near Bridgeton, Cumberland County, still being severely 
damaged following cutting; treatments required. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., 

June 26). MASSACHUSETTS —- Found on island of Martha's Vineyard, Dukes County, 
off southeast coast. Insect is now found throughout State wherever any alfalfa 
is grown. (Wheeler). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - IDAHO - Larvae caused rather 
severe damage to several clover fields in Twin Falls area. In fields examined, 
90 percent of flower heads and leaf buds showed damage. Larvae almost mature 
and majority should pupate within next few days. (Portman). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - CALIFORNIA - Adults medium on alfalfa 
in Bakersfield, Kern County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - UTAH - Damage conspicuous in 
Orem-Spanish Fork area of Utah County. (Knowlton, June 25). 


A WEEVIL (Sitona scissifrons) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Average per 10 sweeps 4-6 in 
Hamlin County, 5 in Marshall County and 2 in Roberts County. (Hintz). 
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JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) —- DELAWARE - Present on soybeans and corn 
throughout State, but rather common on corn in western Kent County. (Burbutis). 
SOUTH CAROLINA - Found on corn silks in garden in Greenwood, Greenwood County; 
a new county record. (Senn). 


ASH-GRAY BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta fabricii) - NORTH DAKOTA - Increasing; 10 per 
sweep found on alfalfa in Burke County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts 
3-7 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in northeast. (Hintz). MISSOURI - This species and 
E. pestifera feeding on alfalfa and soybeans in north central area. Feeding 
noted in small, isolated spots in widely scattered fields in area. (Munson, 
Thomas, Wood). 


STRIPED BLISTER BEETLE (Epicauta vittata) - OKLAHOMA - Medium to heavy on soy- 
beans in Craig and Ottawa Counties, northeast; light on alfalfa in southeast. 
(kz, COO, SUke,)) 


SOUTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - GEORGIA — Moderate 
to heavy in several fields of peanuts in Early County. (Morgan) . 


BANDED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica balteata) - LOUISIANA - Ranged 5-25 per 100 
sweeps on soybeans in southwestern area. (Newsom, June 20). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - DELAWARE - Adults most common on 
soybeans in eastern half of Sussex County, with heaviest feeding injury in south- 
east portion of Sussex County. (Burbutis). NORTH CAROLINA - Feeding readily 
noticeable in 3 of 12 soybean fields examined in Wilson and Wayne Counties; 
averaged 1 larva per sweep of 2 rows. Few larvae noted feeding in ail other 
fields. (Mount). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND — Adults caused heavy foliage 
injury to soybeans in Worcester County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - Varied 
0-20 (average 7.5) per 100 sweeps in west-southwest district and 0-60 (average 15) 
per 100 sweeps in east-southeast district. (111. Ins. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Counts 
very low in most soybean fields; 74 adults per 100 sweeps collected in one early 
field in Chicot County. (Ark. Ins. Sur.)). 


A CHRYSOMELID (Maecolaspis sp.) - ILLINOIS - Adults per 100 sweeps varied 0-80 
(average 32.5) in soybeans in west-southwest district and 0-10 (average 5) in 
east-southeast district. Few observed in Whiteside County, northwest district. 
In clover and alfalfa, 20-100 (average 57.5) per 100 sweeps found in west- 
southwest district. (111. Ins. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Found in nearly all soybean 
fields checked; highest counts 75-80 per 100 sweeps in few fields in Prairie 
Counity (Anke ainsi Slr») ee 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - WASHINGTON - Increasing on alfalfa in Benton 
County. (Klostermeyer). IDAHO -— Increasing in southwestern area alfalfa; 
counts up to 40 per sweep not uncommon. Numbers still below normal for time 
of year. (Waters). WYOMING - Average per 100 sweeps 45 in Sheridan, Johnson 
and Campbell Counties, 25 in Weston and Niobrara Counties and 60 in Goshen 
County. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA — Building up on alfalfa in Stutsman 
County; 100-150 per sweep. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Present on 
alfalfa throughout northeastern one~fourth of State; ranged 15-300 per 10 
sweeps. (Hintz). KANSAS - Remains light in alfalfa in Finney County, south- 
west area. (DePew). OKLAHOMA — Light on alfalfa in southeast. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). COLORADO — Counts high; 1,500-2,500 per 100 sweeps on maturing 
alfalfa in Prowers, Bent, Otero, Crowley and Pueblo Counties. Counts 100-200 
per 100 sweeps on alfalfa recently cut. In Mesa, Delta and Montrose Counties, 
populations very high; counts 500-20,000 per 100 sweeps and controls advisable 
in most fields. (Schweissing, Bulla). NEW MEXICO - Light to moderate in alfalfa 
in Chaves County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). MINNESOTA - Extremely heavy in alfalfa 
in central district; ranged 6,000-30,000 per 100 sweeps. All fields checked 
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had first hay crop removed and plant height 4-10 inches. Counts per 100 sweeps 
in other districts 457 in southeast, 900 in south central, 800 in northwest and 
west central. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN - Decreased measurably in south-—- 
western and western areas on alfalfa. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). ILLINOIS — Populations 
per 100 sweeps in clover and alfalfa by district as follows: Northwest - 150- 
7,500, average 2,435; central —- 200-400, average 267; west-southwest — 0-850, 
average 233; and east-southeast 0-60, average 30. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - 
Ranged 0-25 per sweep on alfalfa in Howard, Frederick and Queen Annes Counties. 
(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - COLORADO - Found in Two Buttes 
area, Baca County; counts 10-50 per 100 sweeps. Population can increase 
rapidly with continued hot, dry weather. (Schweissing). KANSAS - Occasionally 
found in alfalfa in Finney County, southwest area. (DePew). OKLAHOMA — Light 
on alfalfa in southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MINNESOTA - Nymphs appearing in alfalfa in 
southeast and south central districts; counts remain low throughout State. (Minn. 
Ins. Rpt.). WISCONSIN -— Counts remain fairly constant in alfalfa; 3 per sweep 
not uncommon in some second-growth alfalfa. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MISSOURI - Yellow- 
ing of alfalfa showing up in north central and northwest areas; counts 10-50 per 
Sweep. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). ILLINOIS - In soybeans, adults per 100 sweeps 
varied 20-120 (averaged 45) in west-southwest and 0-120 (averaged 35) in east— 
southeast district. In same host, nymphs varied 0-60 (averaged 22.5) and 0-20 
(averaged 5) per 100 sweeps respectively in these districts. In clover and 
alfalfa, adults per 100 sweeps varied 250-600 (averaged 417) in northwest, 

40-700 (averaged 330) in west-southwest and 60-260 (averaged 160) in east-— 
southeast. Nymphs per 100 sweeps in same hosts varied 0-100 (averaged 37.5) 

in west-southwest and 0-60 (averaged 30) in east-southeast. (111. Ins. Rpt.). 
MARYLAND - Ranged 0-4 per sweep on alfalfa in Howard, Frederick and Queen 

Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE — Present on soybeans in 

central Sussex and Kent Counties. (Burbutis). PENNSYLVANIA - One per 3 

sweeps on alfalfa in Erie County; nymphs present. (Adams). 


MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus spumarius) - ILLINOIS - Adults in clover and 
alfalfa per 100 sweeps by districts as follows: Northwest -— 200-800, average 
450; central — 100-200, average 167; west-southwest - 0-20, average 10; and 
east-southeast 0-40, average 20. (111. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Adults common 
in alfalfa and clover in Howard and Frederick Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Continues to 
increase on alfalfa statewide; 100-300 per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop.Sur.). UTAH - 
Numerous in alfalfa and in orchards in Saint George-Santa Clara area of 
Washington County. (Knowlton). ALABAMA — Observed on alfalfa in Lee, Limestone 
and Talladega Counties. (Buttram). 


PLANT BUGS - PENNSYLVANIA — Ilnacora stalii 10 per 25 sweeps and Adelphocoris 
rapidus 2 per 25 sweeps on alfalfa in Butler County. Det. by J. O. Pepper. 
(Adams, June 21). WYOMING - A. lineolatus adults per 100 sweeps averaged 23 

in Sheridan and Johnson Counties and 17 in Weston, Niobrara and Goshen Counties 
on alfalfa. (Fullerton). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - WASHINGTON - Low on seed alfalfa in Yakima County 
where controls applied. (Klostermeyer). WYOMING - Counts per 100 sweeps in 
alfalfa in Sheridan, Johnson, Weston, Goshen and Niobrara Counties were 18 
adults and 16 nymphs. (Fullerton). UTAH - Numerous in Utah County alfalfa. 
(Knowlton, June 25). COLORADO - Decreased in Arkansas River Valley; not 
economic at present. (Schweissing). NEW MEXICO —- Adults and nymphs abundant 
in alfalfa near Estancia and Moriarty in Torrance and Santa Fe Counties. Counts 
in field of blooming alfalfa 4-15 adults and nymphs per sweep. Heavy in seed 
alfalfa in Chaves County, necessitating controls. Counts averaged 65-70 per 25 
sweeps at Chama in Rio Arriba County. (N. M. Coop.Rpt.). 
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TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - OKLAHOMA - Light to medium, up to 30 
per 10 sweeps, on alfalfa in southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ILLINOIS —- Adults 
per 100 sweeps in clover and alfalfa by districts as follows: Northwest - 0; 
west=southwest 0-160, average 85; and east-southeast — 20-320, average 170. 
(I11. Ins. Rpt.). MARYLAND - Adults common in red clover and alfalfa in 
central and southern counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BROWN STINK BUG (Euschistus servus) -— ARKANSAS - This species and an undetermined 
green species low in practically all soybean fields surveyed. Maximum counts 6-8 

per 100 sweeps. Nearly all forms collected adults, with very few nymphs present. 
Very few eggs observed. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Populations 1-3 per 10 
Sweeps in McPherson and Hamlin Counties. (Hintz). WYOMING - Larvae per 100 
sweeps averaged 10 in Sheridan and Johnson Counties and 17 in Goshen County on 
alfalfa. (Fullerton). COLORADO - Decreased in Arkansas River Valley; not 
economic at present. (Schweissing). OKLAHOMA - Light, 1-3 per 10 sweeps, in 
alfalfa in southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ALABAMA - Observed in alfalfa in 
Lee, Limestone and Talladega Counties. (Buttram). 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - IDAHO - Larvae extremely abundant in 
alfalfa scattered throughout southern area; growth of second cutting prevented 
for 10-14 days in some fields. In Filer area, larvae averaged 12 per square 
yard and about ready to pupate. (Portman, Weston, Gooch). WYOMING - Larvae 
damaging many alfalfa fields in Washakie and Big Horn Counties; counts averaged 
45 per 100 sweeps. (Fullerton). UTAH - Damage and populations increasing in 
northern and central areas. (Knowlton). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - SOUTH DAKOTA - One per 10 sweeps on 
alfalfa in Grant and Hamlin Counties. (Hintz). OKLAHOMA —- Light, 1-3 per 10 
sweeps, on alfalfa in southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ILLINOIS - Varied 0-20 
(averaged 8) per 100 sweeps in’ soybeans in west-southwest and east-southeast 
districts. (111. Ins. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Found in nearly all soybean fields 
scouted; counts low and no damage occurring. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - UTAH - Damage and populations 
on increase in northern and central areas. (Knowlton). ILLINOIS - Varied 0-20 

(averaged 7.5) per 100 sweeps in soybeans in west-southwest district. (Ill. Ins. 
Rpt.). DELAWARE - Fairly common on soybeans in area of Kent County. (Burbutis). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta basqueella) - OKLAHOMA —- Light on peanuts in 
Pushmataha County area, southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


WEBWORMS (Loxostege spp.) —- OKLAHOMA - Counts 2 per square yard in alfalfa in 
Choctaw County, southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - L. commixtalis 
averaged 1 per 10 sweeps on alfalfa in Hamlin County. (Hintz). MISSOURI - 

L. Similalis light in weedy areas of few alfalfa fields in north central area. 
(Munson, Thomas, Wood). 


THRIPS - MARYLAND - Continue heavy on corn and soybeans statewide. (U. Md., Ent. 
Dept.). VIRGINIA — Severe on soybeans locally in Essex and Mathews Counties. 
(Tarpley, Little, Amos, Phillips; Jume 22). DELAWARE - Sericothrips variabilis 
counts 2-3 to 20 per leaf on soybeans, with most feeding injury to heavily 
infested fields conspicuous on lower leaves. (Burbutis). OKLAHOMA —- Probably 
Frankliniella spp., light on soybeans in northeast, peanuts in south central 
and alfalfa in southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - F. occidentalis 
decreasing on alfalfa in southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


SPIDER MITES — MARYLAND - Infestations appearing in soybeans in Talbot and 
Wicomico Counties, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). LOUISIANA - Schizotetranychus sp. 
caused noticeable damage to rice in one field in Vermilion Parish. (Newsom, 


June 20). 
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FRUIT INSECTS 


EUROPEAN RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) - CONNECTICUT - Slight buildup in tree tops 
at Storrs, Tolland County; inspection urged. (Savos, June 26). NEW YORK - 
Troublesome in few, but not serious in most orchards in Columbia County. 
Becoming troublesome in few blocks in Clinton County. Severe in block of 
untreated apples in Orleans County, but generally light. Control difficult in 
Monroe County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). MARYLAND - Heavy in a few apple 
orchards in Hancock area, Washington County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). OHIO - 
Increasing where controls not used; check trees show damage. (Cutright). 
MICHIGAN - Buildup apparent in many orchards. (Guyer). 


ORCHARD MITES - RHODE ISLAND - Bryobia rubrioculus very common on untreated 
apples in Johnston, Providence County. (Mathewson). NEW YORK - Tetranychus 
telarius appearing in Clinton County and in some orchards in Monroe County. 
Epitrimerus pyri rather general in Niagara and Oswego Counties; local in 
Orleans, Monroe and Wayne Counties. Complete kill obtained in heavy infesta-— 
tion in Orleans County. Various species noted in many orchards in Wayne County. 
(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). PENNSYLVANIA - Unspecified species becoming a 
problem in southeastern area orchards. (Menusan). DELAWARE - Various species 
increasing in some orchards in Kent and Sussex Counties. (Bray). MISSOURI - 
Tetranychus telarius, T. canadensis and Panonychus ulmi increasing in various 
orchards; controls recommended, (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). COLORADO - T. telarius 
building up on cover crops in apple orchards in Montrose County; some found in 
centers of trees. (Bulla). UTAH - Eriophyes pyri conspicuously marked some 
-apple and pear foliage locally in Salt Lake and Weber Counties. (Knowlton, 
June 25). 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - MISSOURI - New entries found in southeast 
where broods overlap; other parts of State between broods. Second-—brood preventive 
cover recommended first week of July. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). MICHIGAN - Pupa- 
tion evident in southern orchards. (Guyer). INDIANA - Second adults of season 
started emerging in Vincennes area, Knox County; infestations light. (Hamilton, 
June 26). Also emerged in laboratory in south central area June 26. Peak of 
last entries due July 9 to 13. (Marshall). OHIO - Large numbers of larvae 
leaving apples; first adults of second brood expected before July 4. (Cutright). 
NEW YORK — Emergence in cages continued steadily since May 21 at Geneva, Ontario 
County, with no evidence of decrease through June 25, Entries in orchard at 
Geneva extremely heavy. Activity lighter than usual in Ulster County. Some 
resistance to controls noted in Columbia County. Only occasional adult taken 

in bait traps in Niagara County. Appears reaching peak in Monroe County. 

(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., Jume 25). DELAWARE - First entries of season on apples 

found in Sussex County June 26. (Heuberger, Bray). RHODE ISLAND - Larvae 
recovered from apple sets on untreated trees in Johnston, Providence County. 
(Mathewson). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - RHODE ISLAND - Tip damage evident on 
peach in Providence and Washington Counties. (Mathewson, Cartier). NEW YORK - 
Bait trap collection of second-brood adults began June 18 in Niagara County. 
Emergence of second brood from collected pupae noted June 24 in Monroe County. 
(N. Y. Wkiy. Rpt.). NORTH CAROLINA —- Larvae damaged peach twigs in Lincoln 
County. (Robertson). MISSOURI - Entries in peach terminals found in southeast 
where broods overlap. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). KANSAS - Damaged 90 percent of 
peach tree tips in Brown County; first and second generations caused severe 
damage. Oviposition for third generation underway. Year-old budded peach 
trees in Franklin County 10 percent tip damaged; trees infested June 22. 
Second-generation larvae about three-fourths grown. Seedling peaches just 
becoming infested. (Thompson). 


RED-BANDED LEAF ROLLER (Argyrotaenia velutinana) - NEW YORK - Emergence expected 
in western areas week of June 25; emergence about 2 weeks earlier than most 
years. Third-brood activity may be heavier than usual. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.,Jume 25). 
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NEW JERSEY - Adults of second brood emerging in southern area. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed 
Newsltr., June 26). PENNSYLVANIA - All stages, but mostly larvae, noted on 

apple and grape June 27 in Erie County. (Adams). Emerged in apple orchards 

in southeastern area same date. (Menusan). MARYLAND —- Emergence noted June 22 

in Hancock area, Washington County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). MICHIGAN -— Ovipositing 
in southern counties; approximately 50 percent emergence noted in mid-State 
plantings. (Guyer). 


FRUIT-TREE LEAF ROLLER (Archips argyrospilus) - WISCONSIN - Total of 823 adults 
taken in 2 blacklight traps at Gays Mills, Crawford County, during period 
June 20-26. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


PEACH TWIG BORER (Anarsia lineatella) - CALIFORNIA — Medium on apricot trees and 
fruit in Willows, Glenn County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


PEACH TREE BORERS — PENNSYLVANIA —- Synanthedon pictipes damaged plum and prune 
trees at North Hast, Erie County; 15-20 trees dead or dying, with up to 20 pupal 
cases on branches. Trees on 6-8 acres involved; no controls used. (Adams). 
INDIANA - S. pictipes and Sanninoidea exitiosa most important control considera- 
tion on peach trees in south central counties. (Marshall, June 26). 


APHIDS - CONNECTICUT - Aphis pomi increased in many orchards, particularly heavy 
on suckers and terminals in middle and tops of trees. (Savos, June 26). DELAWARE - 
Eriosoma lanigerum heavy in small home orchard in northern New Castle County. 
(Huber). MISSOURI - Hot, dry weather and activity of predators and parasites 
rapidly reducing A. pomi on untreated trees. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). MICHIGAN - 
Several species abundant on nursery stock, especially young fruit trees. (Guyer). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - PENNSYLVANIA - Fruit examination in 
apple and pear orchards shows increased injury over other years in southeastern 
area. (Menusan). 


A PYRRHOCORID BUG (Largus cinctus californicus) - CALIFORNIA - Nymphs medium on 
peach leaves and in soil in Chico, Butte County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SOFT SCALES (Lecanium spp.) - OREGON - Crawlers of Lecanium sp. observed on 
prunes in Willamette Valley week of June 24. L. pruinosum present in every 
walnut orchard checked in walnut—-growing areas of Douglas County same week; 
approximately 25 percent of eggs hatched then. (Every). 


LEAFHOPPERS — RHODE ISLAND - Various species very numerous on untreated apple in 
Johnston, Providence County,and Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson). 
FLORIDA - Homalodisca coagulata heavy on 125 pear trees at Monticello, Jefferson 
County; small trees with 2-8 per tree. (Miller, June 20). 


PERIODICAL CICADA (Magicicada septendecim) - CONNECTICUT - Controls excellent; 
egg laying injury reduced. (Savos, June 26). 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - RHODE ISLAND - Nymphs common on untreated pear 
at Johnston, Providence County. (Mathewson). OREGON -— Populations in treated 
pear orchards low in Douglas County. (Every). 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - NEW YORK ~- Adults noted in field June 21 
in Ulster County. First emergence in cages in Columbia County June 18. First 
adults in emergence cages June 25 in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt.) 
CONNECTICUT - Emergence began June 20 at Storrs, Tolland County; reported also 
at Woodstock, Windham County, and Niantic, New London County; first males 
recovered June 26. (Savos). MICHIGAN - Adults active throughout State; no 
ovipositing as of June 25. (Guyer)-. 


CHERRY FRUIT FLY (Rhagoletis cingulata cin lata) -— NEW YORK —- Emerged consider- 
ably ahead of schedule in Monroe County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). 
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ROSE CHAFER (Macrodactylus subspinosus) - NEW YORK = Unusually heavy in Orleans 
County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) -—- DELAWARE - Larvae abundant on several pear trees 
locally in Sussex County; caused severe feeding injury. (Burbutis). 


A THRIPS (Frankliniella occidentalis) - CALIFORNIA -— Medium on fruit and trees 
of apricot in Willows, Glenn County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


APHIDS - NEW MEXICO —- Melanocallis caryaefoliae and Chromaphis juglandicola 
abundant on pecan foliage in Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ORE. —- Myzocallis 


coryli numbers beyond 50 per leaf in many filbert orchards in Willamette Valley 
week of June 24, Honeydew abundant. (Capizzi) 


BLUEBERRY MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - NEW JERSEY - Adult activity moderate. 
(Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26). MICHIGAN - Adults evident throughout State. 
(Guyer). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) — NEW JERSEY - Caused webbing of blueberry 
foliage in many areas; controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26). 


LEAF ROLLERS (Sparganothis spp.) - NEW JERSEY - Adults flying in early drawn 
eranberry bogs. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26) 


RHODODENDRON BORER (Ramosia rhododendri) - MICHIGAN - Late larval and pupal 
stages occurred on several new blueberry plantings. (Guyer). 


SPITTLEBUGS - CONNECTICUT - Troublesome on blueberries at Litchfield, Litchfield 
County. (Savyos). NEW YORK - Infesting low bush cranberry at Riverhead, Suffolk 
Gounty,,,dumerl5. CN: Y.. Wkly. Rpt.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Feeding on grape leaves 
few miles north of Greenville, Greenville County. (Nettles et al.). VIRGINIA - 
Noted on grape in Culpeper County; now countywide. (Heltzel, June 25). 


GRAPE BERRY MOTH (Paralobesia viteana) - MISSOURI - Infestation developing; 
controls recommended. (Wkly. Rpt. Fr. Grs.). MICHIGAN - First adults, with 
some egg laying noted. (Guyer). 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - CALIFORNIA - Survey in 
Tranquillity and San Joaquin, southwest of Kerman, and in localities to north 
and south of infested area, completed. Row by row inspection of 436 acres in 
quarantined area also completed; inspections negative. Treatment continues in 
Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


GRAPE ROOT BORER (Vitacea polistiformis) - NEW JERSEY - Pupating in soil at 
bases of grapevines; cultural controls recommended. (Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., 
June 26). 


GRAPE MEALYBUG (Pseudococcus maritimus) - WASHINGTON —- Oviposition began on 
grapes at Grandview, Yakima County. (Cone). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


ALFALFA LOOPER (Autographa californica) - UTAH - Injury light on canning peas 
in Provo-Alpine area, Utah County. (Knowlton, June 25). WYOMING - Damaged many 
Sugar beet fields in Washakie and Big Horn Counties; larvae averaged 35 per 100 
plants. (Fullerton). 


POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - NORTH CAROLINA - Light on sweetpotato 
plants in Columbus County. (Mount). COLORADO - Present in trace numbers in San 
Luis Valley. (Jenkins). 
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GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) — DELAWARE - Fairly common on sweetpotatoes 
locally in Sussex County. Also present on peppers in several areas of State and 
on tomatoes in central Kent County. (Burbutis). COLORADO - Increasing on 
potatoes in Weld County. (Simpson, Livingston). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) -— WISCONSIN - Adults very common on beans in 
Trempealeau County; averaged over 1 per plant. Treatment necessary at 
Centerville. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MICHIGAN - Generally abundant on susceptible 
cash crops with significant populations on snap beans. (Guyer). PENNSYLVANIA - 
Averaged 1 per 5 sweeps on potatoes in Erie County. (Adams). 


LEAFHOPPERS —- NEW YORK -— Averaged 3-4 per plant on untreated, early potatoes in 
Broome County. Appearing on beans in Cayuga County and increased on several crops 
in Niagara County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). 


FLEA BEETLES — NEW YORK — Unspecified species averaged 2 per plant on early, 
untreated potatoes in Broome County. Appearing on beans in Cayuga County. (N. Y. 
Wkly. Rpt., June 25). DELAWARE - Phyllotreta cruciferae adults abundant on young 
cabbage plants in western Kent County. (Burbutis). OREGON - Longitarsus water- 
housi active in untreated mint fields in Willamette Valley. (Every). 


FOUR-LINED PLANT BUG (Poecilocapsus lineatus) - CONNECTICUT - Injured many vege- 
tables; controls recommended. (Savos) . 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - WASHINGTON - Severely damaged 
strawberries locally; certain soil treatment apparently not effective. (Eide). 
OREGON —- Heavier than normal on mint and strawberry plantings in Willamette 
Valley. (Morrison). 


Potato Aphids on Aroostook Farm, Presque Isle, Maine — Populations on untreated 
potatoes very small, but with spring migrations still in progress, substantial 
increase in percent of plants increased. Overall size of populations somewhat 
below average for time of season. BUCKTHORN APHID (Aphis nasturtii) greatest 
generally, but POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) predominant in most places, 
FOXGLOVE APHID (Myzus solani) not generally abundant, predominant in only 1 out 
of 12 locations. (Shands et al.). 


POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - UTAH -— Heavy adult populations now 
generally seriously threatening to potatoes and tomatoes; forecast of colder 
than normal weather favorable for buildup. (Knowlton, June 25). Situation 
becoming more serious since heavy adult first-generation emergence occurred 
quite generally. (Knowlton, June 29). COLORADO - Averaged 10 per 100 sweeps in 
Bent and Otero Counties on potatoes; no nymphs nor eggs found in fields checked, 
(Schweissing). WYOMING — Only 1 adult, 2 nymphs and 1 egg found in 11 potato 
fields examined in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


TUBER FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix tuberis) - WYOMING — Adults averaged 6 per 100 sweeps 
in survey of 11 potato fields in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


POTATO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix cucumeris) - MAINE - Overwintered adults generally 
present in small to moderate numbers at Presque Isle, but appear to be decreasing 
in abundance in some fields; natural mortality normally starts at this time. 
(Shands et al.). DELAWARE —- Rather numerous on tomatoes in eastern Kent County 
and present to common on potatoes in most areas of State. (Bray). MINNESOTA - 
Damage very evident in untreated potato fields in northwest district; averaged 3 
per plant. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 5 per 10 sweeps on field 
of potatoes in Hamlin County. (Hintz). 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE (Leptinotarsa decemlineata) - NORTH DAKOTA —- Heavy ovipo- 
sition observed in Grand Forks and Traill Counties. (Schultz). Also noted in 
Ward County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.). 
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SOUTHERN POTATO WIREWORM (Conoderus falli) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Light trap in 
Charleston County yielded 1,106 adults during period June 18-24. (Reid). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - IDAHO - In City of Boise, where 
infestation occurred last season and eradication program carried out, surveys 
conducted during June to determine success of the program. On June 6, two 
adults found in one garden. On June 12, a thorough survey of northwestern 
Boise and surrounding areas made, with no infestations found. However, on 

June 18, two beetles found in another garden and decision was made to treat 

all home garden beans in entire area known to be infested during past season. 
On June 25, a survey made in City of Jerome, where 2 years ago an outbreak 
occurred and an eradication program carried out. In the course of June 25 
survey, one egg cluster found and typical feeding injury discovered. Following 
these findings, treatment of all home garden beans undertaken in northeast quar- 
ter of Jerome. (Portman). COLORADO - Adults ranged O-1 per 50 plants in Otero 
County; no egg masses or larvae found. (Schweissing). KANSAS -— Active larvae 
and few pupae noted in snap beans in Wyandotte County; counts ranged 0-4 larvae 
per leaf, with severe skeletonization noted. (Peters). MISSOURI - Feeding heavy 
on garden beans in central and west central areas. (Munson, Thomas, Wood). 
MICHIGAN — Abundant in most bean-producing areas of State; winter mortality 
light. First eggs noted in Montcalm County Jume 23. (Guyer). RHODE ISLAND - 
Adults ovipositing on beans in Kingston, Washington County, and Warwick, Kent 
County. (Mathewson, Cartier). NEW JERSEY - Causing some damage to beans. 
(Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26). FLORIDA - Light on beans at Live Oak, 
Suwannee County. (Adkins, June 19). NORTH CAROLINA — Pupating on garden beans 
in Wilson County. (Mount). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - WASHINGTON — Damaged green beans in 
gardens at Pullman, Whitman County. (Telford). 


PEA WEEVIL (Bruchus pisorum) -—”’UTAH - Controls necessary on late peas in Utah 
County. (Knowlton, June 25). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - UTAH - Continues light to moderate on canning 
peas in Utah and Salt Lake Counties. (Knowlton, June 25). WISCONSIN - Popula- 
tions decreased measurably in southwestern and western portions of State on 
peas. Counts on late peas averaged 3 per sweep; predation and disease incidence 
increasing. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). MICHIGAN - Becoming evident on peas in Missaukee 
County. (Guyer). DELAWARE —- Very light on late peas in northern Kent County. 
(Burbutis). 


LIMA-BEAN VINE BORER (Monoptilota pergratialis) - DELAWARE - Local in Sussex 
County on lima beans. (Bray). 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - COLORADO — Reduced on sugar beets by 
treatments in Mesa, Delta and Montrose Counties. Counts ranged 0-16 per 100 
sweeps; incidence of curly top 1-4 percent in fields checked. Incidence of 
yellows 1-3 percent on tomatoes in Mesa and Delta Counties. (Bulla). WYOMING - 
None found in survey of sugar beet fields and summer weed hosts in Washakie 
County; however, some curly top present. (Fullerton). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - WYOMING — Adults light in sugar beet 
areas throughout State; only occasional larva found, (Fullerton). UTAH - 
Adults not numerous in light traps at Logan and Ogden. (Knowlton). 


STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta striolata) - WYOMING — Adults damaged sugar 
beets in areas of Goshen County; averaged 47 per 100 sweeps, with some controls 
applied. (Fullerton). 


DIAMONDBACK MOTH (Plutella maculipennis) - UTAH - Larvae and adults extremely 
humerous throughout State on wild mustards. Expected to become more troublesome 
than usual on cabbages. (Knowlton, June 25). 
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LOOPERS - COLORADO - Eggs and first instars of unspecified species found on 
cabbage in Saguache County; controls necessary. (Jenkins). 


IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM (Pieris rapae) - RHODE ISLAND - Numerous adults in flight 
near gardens in Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson). DELAWARE - Light on 
cabbage in western Kent County. (Burbutis). PENNSYLVANIA - Half—grown larvae 
fairly plentiful on cabbage in Erie County; damage showing. (Adams). MICHIGAN - 
Adults extremely abundant week of June 18; oviposition on susceptible crops 
extreme. (Guyer). 


SPINACH LEAF MINER (Pegomya hyoscyami) - RHODE ISLAND - Occasionally mined 
leaf on spinach in planting in Kingston, Washington County. (Mathewson). 


STRIPED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Acalymma vittata) - NEW YORK - Appearing in Onondaga 
County. (N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). NEW JERSEY - Numerous on cucurbits in 
northern counties. (Ins.-—Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26). DELAWARE - Present on 
cucurbits in southwest portion of Sussex County; feeding injury light. 
(Burbutis). COLORADO - Damaged cantaloup plants in Otero and Pueblo Counties; 
adults 3-5 per plant. In Bent County, O-1 per plant. Controls may be necessary 
in some fields. (Schweissing). 


SQUASH BEETLE (Epilachna borealis) - NORTH CAROLINA —- Feeding on squash in 
Wilson County; eggs, larvae and adults present. (Mount). 


SQUASH BUG (Anasa tristis) - OKLAHOMA - Adults light on melon vines in Stillwater 
area, Payne County; adults and large numbers of nymphs noted on squash plants in 
areas of Pushmataha County. (Okla. Coap. Sur.). 


A FALSE CHINCH BUG (Nysius sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on watermelons in 
Lakeside, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - COLORADO - Ranged 6-10 per onion plant in Montrose 
County. Counts of 1-40 per plant in Arkansas Valley; controls recommended. 
(Bulla, Schweissing). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - IDAHO -— Reported on onion fields in several 
southwestern areas. (Scott, Waters). 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - NEW JERSEY - Found for first 
time in State on May 14, 1962, by D. De Blois at Swedesboro, Gloucester County. 
The seed sweetpotatoes were shipped in from out-of-state. Two adults and larvae 
were found. Det. by R. E. Warner. Prompt steps were taken to eradicate the 
infestation. (Soraci et al.). 


STRAWBERRY LEAF ROLLER (Ancylis comptana fragariae) - IOWA — Heavy on older 
strawberry beds. (Iowa Ins. Inf., June 25). 


HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - PENNSYLVANIA - Second instars averaged 1 per 5 
tomato plants in southern York County. (Pepper, June 20). WISCONSIN - Adults of 
Protoparce quinquemaculata appeared in southern areas. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - PENNSYLVANIA - Feeding injury wilted 
potato plants in York County; heaviest near cut hayfield. (Pepper, June 20). 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) -- MARYLAND - Light on tobacco in St. Marys 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE (Epitrix hirtipennis) - MARYLAND - Adults abundant on 
tobacco in St. Marys County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
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HORNWORMS (Protoparce spp.) - MARYLAND - Heavier than normal; ranged 4-20 percent 
on tobacco in St. Marys County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


TOBACCO BUDWORM (Heliothis virescens) —- NORTH CAROLINA — Eggs averaged 2 per 
seed head in Wilson County and 3 per seed head in Robeson and Columbus Counties. 
(Mount). MARYLAND - Light on tobacco in St. Marys County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


COTTON INSECTS 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Infestations continue to 
climb at an alarming rate. Average percent square infestation 9.3 in treated 
fields and 34.5 in untreated fields. First-generation weevils reported in 
several counties. (Cott. Ltr., June 25). Overwintering adults now decreasing 
in Florence area. (Taft et al., June 27). GEORGIA -— Counts made in 96 north- 
west and southern area cotton fields. Punctured squares ranged 0-35 (averaged 
7) percent. First-generation weevils believed to be emerging in southern area. 
(Johnson et al.). ALABAMA - Heavier infestations reported from all sections of 
State; heaviest in Houston-Henry County area. Conditions favorable for sudden 
buildup. (Buttram). TENNESSEE - Plentiful in western area. (Mullett). 
MISSISSIPPI = Square infestations in delta area dropped during week due to 
increased cotton fruiting. Light emergence of first-generation weevils reported. 
Some untreated cotton still has 75 percent infestation. Most treated fields 
have extremely low infestations. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Overwintering 
adults entered fields after rains in early June. Infestations over State in 
general lower than at any time during last 15 years. It is very difficult to 
find weevils in many fields which have a long history of heavy infestation each 
year. (Newsom, June 20). Light square infestations fairly general in older 
cotton in Tallulah area; some treatments applied. Highest percent punctured 
squares 41 in untreated field. (Smith et al.). ARKANSAS - Overwintering 
emergence continues. Live weevil counts ranged 0-450 per acre. First-genera- 
tion weevils emerging. Counts appear more numerous in early planted fields. 
General emergence of first generation expected to occur July 4-10. (Cott. Ins. 
Rpt.). OKLAHOMA — Light, localized activity reported from Webbers Falls, east 
central area; Garvin County, south central area; and Caddo County, central area. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - High populations occurring in south Texas and Rio 
Grande Valley area, and extending northeastward along coast. Generally, other 
areas of State experiencing lighter than usual activity, but activity beginning 
to increase as weather conditions have been favorable for weevil development. 
(Texas Coop.Rpt.). Percent punctured squares averaged 8.8 in early treated 
fields and 42.9 percent in untreated fields in McLennan and Falls Counties. 
(Cowan et al.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Increasing and, in some 
localized fields, more troublesome than boll weevil. (Cott. Ltr., June 25). 
Infestations becoming heavier, more widespread in Florence area. (Taft et al., 
June 27). GEORGIA - Counts made in 96 northwest and southern area cotton fields. 
Eggs ranged 0-14 (averaged 5) per 100 terminals and larvae ranged 0-11 (aver- 
aged 2) per 100 terminals. (Johnson et al.). ALABAMA — Many areas of State 
reporting heavy infestations. Treatments have been expensive, possibly more so 
than any previous year. Some central sections reported larvae as high as 50 per 
100 terminals and eggs as high as 70-80 per 100 terminals. (Buttram). MISSISSIPPI - 
Damaged squares reported in some delta area cotton fields where earlier infesta- 
tions not controlled. Egg deposition remains generally light, with small numbers 
of moths being caught in light traps. (Merkl et al.). LOUISIANA - Populations 
have been heavier on cotton throughout State than usual for time of year. Early 
season treatments responsible for unusually heavy populations. (Newsom, June 20). 
Few eggs and larvae present in plant terminals in most cotton fields that are 
fruiting in Tallulah area; some damaged squares present. (Smith et al.). 

ARKANSAS - Activity increasing; 33 percent of fields examined had larvae present 
compared with 21.3 percent previous week. Counts of eggs and larvae higher.

Predators and parasites more numerous in untreated fields. Natural enemies 
continue to keep infestations below economic levels. (Cott. Ins. Rpt.). 

MISSOURI — Nineteen of 826 fields scouted infested; larvae ranged 0-1 per 100 
terminals in infested fields. (French). OKLAHOMA —- Localized activity occurring 
in Webbers Falls, east-central area, and in Caddo County, central area. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Damaging populations present in southern and coastal areas, 
Increasing egg deposition occurring northward of these areas and expected to be 
a problem over most of State by July 15. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). NEW MEXICO —- Eggs 
hatching and larvae entering small bolls in Eddy County cotton. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). ARIZONA —- Light infestations continue in some cotton fields in central 
and southwest areas. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) -— LOUISIANA - Last-stage larva found in 
field in Acadia Parish June 16. A second late-stage larva found in same field 
June 21. (Newsom). TEXAS - Occasional specimen collected in scattered areas 
of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


A PYRAUSTID (Noctuelia rufofascialis) - TEXAS - Occasional specimen found in 
cotton in scattered areas of State. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - GEORGIA -— Scattered light infestations on 
cotton in northwest and southern areas. (Johnson et al.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - NEW MEXICO —- Apparently building up in cotton in 
southern counties. Very little controls being applied at present. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpt.). ARIZONA —- Infestations increasing on cotton statewide. Adults still 
predominate, but nymphs present in all areas. (Ariz. Coop.Sur.). 


A BLACK COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Spanogonicus albofasciatus) - ARIZONA - Infestations 
declining in central area cotton; low in most fields. Decline not yet begun 
in southeast area and high populations still present in some fields. (Ariz. 
COD, SHE) < 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Psallus seriatus) - OKLAHOMA - Countywide infestations 
reported from Garvin and Caddo Counties, south central and central areas, 
respectively. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


PLANT BUGS -—- MISSISSIPPI - Light to heavy infestations of plant bugs and flea- 
hoppers reported in delta counties; blasting squares in some untreated fields. 
Populations generally light over most of area. (Merkl et al. ). LOUISIANA - 
Lygus lineolaris and Psallus seriatus infestations lighter than at any time 
during last several years. No infestations found heavy enough to require 
controls. (Newsom, June 20). MISSOURI - Total of 555 fields of 826 scouted 
infested with 0-25 per 100 terminals. (French). NEW MEXICO — A black fleahopper 
found in moderate to large numbers in cotton around Black River Village area 

of Eddy County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - GEORGIA - Light on cotton in northwest and 
southern areas. (Johnson et al.). LOUISIANA - Infestations heavy enough to 
require treatment developed in some fields following early season controls. 
(Newsom, June 20). OKLAHOMA - Very light on cotton in southeast. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). TEXAS - Generally light over State, except for a few locally heavy 
infestations. (Texas Coop. Rpt.).

were seasonable and daytime highs close to 90°, but averages were as much as 5° 
below normal and rainfall was moderate to locally heavy. No significant precipi- 
tation was reported from California where temperatures exceeded 90° over much of 
the Interior Valley all week. Temperatures for the period averaged as much as 

7° above normal in the Northern and Central Rocky Mountain States. Miles City, 
Montana, registered a 101° high on Tuesday. Other areas of above-normal averages 
were New England and a region centered around east=—central Illinois. Rainfall 
has been very sparse in the latter area. Most of the southern half of the 
country from the Great Plains eastward had temperature deficiencies, largest of 
which were in the Carolinas. In North Carolina, Charlotte and Wilmington were 

7° cooler than normal. 


Precipitation amounts were extremely variable from area to area, In general, the 
heavier amounts fell in the Gulf and Southern Atlantic States; however, the north- 
ern Mississippi Valley and central’ Plains States received moderate to locally 
heavy amounts from showery summer storms. In the Far West, measurable precipita- 
tion was reported from all states. Shower activity was more widespread in Arizona 
than at any time since the end of March. Light to moderate rainfall was recorded 
throughout the period in the central Rockies, but there was little or no precipi- 
tation in the northern Rockies until the end. The temperature fell 17° during a 
thunderstorm at Las Vegas,|Nevada,on Thursday. In the midsection of the country, 
rainfall was recorded each day in eastern Texas; amounts over 4.00 inches were 
observed locally. An isolated tornado near Alice, Texas, made a path 1 mile long 
through a grain field on Tuesday. Farther north, heavy storms, many accompanied 
by funnel clouds, hail and heavy rain, hit Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa. An unoffi- 
cial rainfall of 9.00 inches in 2-1/2 hours was reported from near Valentine, 
Nebraska, on Friday. East of the Mississippi, rainfall was only light and 
scattered north of the Ohio Valley. However, such was not the case in the south- 
ern sections. The disturbance near North Carolina appeared at midperiod and 
remained fairly stationary until the end, giving torrential rains to the coastal 
sections of that State. Cape Hatteras reported 6.39 inches of rainfall on Friday 
and 7.38 inches for the week. Belhaven, North Carolina, had a total for the 
period of 16.00 inches for the highest reported amount. (Summary supplied by U. S. 
Weather Bureau).

OKLAHOMA - Light to heavy, spot- 
ted infestations observed on seedling pines in Pushmataha and McCurtain 
Counties, southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). VIRGINIA - All stages severe on 
6-7 year-old loblolly pines at Naval Air Station, Norfolk, Norfolk County; 
ranged 2-4 larvae or pupae in almost all tips. (Sims, June 7). Infested 
pine seedlings near Smithfield, Isle of Wight County. (Amos, Smith, June 7). 


JACK-PINE BUDWORM (Choristoneura pinus) —- WISCONSIN - Adults emerged in Portage, 
Waushara and Marquette Counties and egg laying observed. Pupation began in Jack- 
son and Monroe Counties June 20 and adults were emerging June 24. (Wis. Ins.

SOUTHERN PINE BEETLE (Dendroctonus frontalis) - TEXAS - Number of infestations in 
eastern part of State increased since last report; observed as far north as 
Corrigan, Polk County, and northwest of Onalaska into Trinity County. Infesta- 
tions out of concentrated zones of control south of line between Rye, Liberty 
County, and Silsbee, Hardin County, between Neches and Trinity Rivers, increasing 
in number of spots and number of trees per spot. An estimated 1,000-1,500 infes-— 
tations observed; each spot contains 100 or more trees; infestations observed in 
natural, longleaf and slash pine stands.

SPRUCE SPIDER MITE (Oligonychus ununguis) - INDIANA - Damaging Norway spruce in 
Carroll County; controls indicated.

ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - TEXAS - Second generation causing 


heavy damage to elms over wide area of Motley County, panhandle area. (Pallmeyer). 
OKLAHOMA - Continues active on elms throughout State. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
NEBRASKA - Causing extensive damage to elms in southeastern area. (Thompson, 


Bergman). VIRGINIA - Locally medium on Chinese elm at a locality in Clintwood, 
Dickenson County. (Amos, Moore). 


NATIVE ELM BARK BEETLE (Hylurgopinus rufipes) - IOWA - Larvae about half grown at 
Ames, Story County. (Iowa Ins., Inf., June 25). 


RED ELM BARK WEEVIL (Magdalis armicollis) - NEBRASKA - Adults feeding on elms in 
Richardson County. (Thompson, Bergman). 


MAY BEETLES (Phyllophaga spp.) - OKLAHOMA - P. koehleriana severe and defoliating 
evergreens in western portion of Cimarron County, panhandle area. Beetles have 


been removed from premises by the wheelbarrow full. Species reported in CEIR 12 
(19) :466 as defoliating trees and shrubs in Jefferson County has been determined 
as P. crassissima. Both species determined by O. L. Cartwright.. (Okla. Coop. 
SL). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) — NEW JERSEY - Present on oaks and other deciduous 
trees. (Ins.—Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26). DELAWARE-—Abundant on many trees, 
especially sweetgum, in eastern half of Sussex County. (Burbutis). MARYLAND - Webs 
very common on sweetgum, willow and other deciduous trees in several counties. (U. 
Md., Ent. Dept.). FLORIDA - Light on persimmon (Diospyros sp.) at Monticello, 
Jefferson County (June 21); this was only colony observed on several hundred plants. 
(Fla. Coop. Sur.). LOUISIANA - Second generation of black-headed form pupating;

WHITE-MARKED TUSSOCK MOTH (Hemerocampa leucostigma) -—- MINNESOTA - Larvae feeding on 
maple in Minneapolis-St. Paul area. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). 


OAK SKELETONIZER (Bucculatrix ainsliella) - MARYLAND - Larvae caused heavy injury 
to chestnut oaks in Pokomoke State Forest. CUA idk sE nites Demi.) 


SOLITARY OAK LEAF MINER (Cameraria hamadryadella) - OHIO - Very abundant in leaves 
of bur, chestnut and swamp white oaks in small nursery at Wooster, Wayne County. 
Population has been increasing each year for past 3 years in this nursery and is 
now cauSing very high degree of foliage disfigurement. (Griswold). DELAWARE - 
Infesting oaks in area of Sussex County. (Bray). 
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OAK WEBWORM (Archips fervidanus) - NEW YORK - Present on oaks in Riverhead, Suffolk 
County, June 192 (N.Y. Wkly Rpt.)). 


GREEN-STRIPED MAPLEWORM (Anisota rubicunda) - KANSAS —- Defoliation of 100 percent 

noted on some soft maples (Acer saccharinum) throughout northeastern area, but on 

scattered local basis. (Thompson). NEBRASKA - Caused heavy defoliation of maples 
in southeastern area. (Thompson, Bergman). VIRGINIA - Medium on maples in Farm-

TENT CATERPILLARS (Malacosoma spp.) - IDAHO - Extremely abundant and causing heavy 
damage to foliage of trees in Sandpoint area, Bonner County. (McPherson).

OAK LEAF ROLLERS (Argyrotoxa spp.) - CONNECTICUT - Large numbers of moths flying 
from evergreen shrubs, forsythia, grass and other plants. (Savos). 


LEAF ROLLERS —- IDAHO - Extremely abundant on maple and smooth broadleafed trees in 
Moscow, Latah County. Damage extensive on terminal growth; most terminal leaves 
show ragged appearance and extenSive webbing.

PERIODICAL CICADA (Magicicada septendecim) - CONNECTICUT - Egg laying continues in 
south central part of State.

WISCONSIN - Crawlers observed in 
Jefferson and Milwaukee Counties June 27; still in egg stage in Fox River Valley 
area. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). CALIFORNIA — Heavy on elm trees in Broderick, Yolo County.

Park, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


COCCIDS —- OREGON - Lecanium excrescens infested wistaria at Newberg, Yamhill 
County. (Every). Eggs of Pulvinaria floccifera began hatching on camellia in 
Salem area week of June 24. (Capizzi). FLORIDA - Infestations of Aspidiotus 
lataniae and Pulvinaria urbicola on Coccoloba uvifera and of Chrysomphalus aonidum 
on Euonymus sp. ranged light to moderate at Eau Gallie (June 21), and Pseudococcus 
citri was severe on Mimosa sp. at Malabar (June 18), both in Brevard County. 
Pseudaonidia clavigera was light on Urena lobata at St. Petersburg, Pinellas 


County (June 2). (Fla. Coop. Sur.).

PENNSYLVANIA - Increasing rapidly and becoming a problem on 
ornamentals in southeastern part of State. (Menusan). MINNESOTA —- Tetranychus 
telarius heavy in some evergreen plantings in Minneapolis-St. Paul area. (ina. 
Ins. Rpt.). NORTH DAKOTA - T. telarius building up on juniper and spruce in Minot 
area, Ward County. (N. D. Ins. Sur.).

WYOMING - Annoying to 
homeowners throughout State; many towns conducting control programs to reduce 
populations. (Fullerton). NORTH DAKOTA —- Light trap collections ranged 30-75 

per night. Ranges included 2-49 Aedes vexans, 0-37 Culiseta inornata, O-8 Aedes 
dorsalis. Other species collected were Aedes flavescens, Culex tarsalis, Culex 
territans, Aedes trivittatus and Aedes cinereus. Biting coilections averaged 100 

or more per 10-minute collection; Aedes vexans composed 55 percent and Aedes 
dorsalis 40 percent of these collections. (Noetzel). MINNESOTA —- During period 
June 17-23, Aedes vexans was predominant species in all biting and trap collections; 
accounted for approximately 54 percent of total collected in daytime field and 
evening bite collections.

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STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period June 15-21, a total of 19,520,800 sterile flies were released ~ 
in areas involving 49,026 square miles. Release rates of 200 flies per square 
mile were made over an area of 37,888 square miles and 400 flies per Square 
mile over an area of 11,137 square miles. A total of 1,880 screw-worm cases 
were reported during this period. New areas reporting screw-worm cases y 
included: Jack, Hemphill, Hardeman, Tarrant, Potter, Trinity, Somervell, Moore, 
and Tyler Counties, Texas; Catron, Valencia and Sierra Counties, New Mexico; 
Carter, Beckham and Caddo Counties, Oklahoma; and De Soto Parish, Louisiana. 
Production facilities at Mission, Texas, now rearing screw-worms at rate of 
approximately 20 million per week. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.).

PAVEMENT ANT (Tetramorium caespitum) - CONNECTICUT - Continues to swarm and cause 
concern to homeowners; a problem in Portland, Middlesex County. (Savos). 
MARYLAND —- Annoying inside homes in Montgomery County and in Baltimore. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). 


CARPENTER ANTS —- NEW YORK — Unspecified species of concern in Chemung County. 
(N. Y. Wkly. Rpt., June 25). GEORGIA - Camponotus sp. heavy in homes in 
Ft. Valley, Peach County. (Harvey, June 18). 


ANTS - NEW JERSEY - Unspecified species causing considerable concern in many homes. 
(Ins.-Dis.-Weed Newsltr., June 26).

A CICADA (Okanagana sp.) - NEVADA - Large numbers of adults causing concern to 
many residents in northwestern area of State. (Bechtel). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Becoming increasingly trouble- 
some about homes and damaging garden flowers in Cache and Utah Counties. 
(Knowlton, June 25). 


ARGENTINE ANT (Iridomyrmex humilis) - ALABAMA - Great swarms of winged males 
observed hovering in shade areas in several locations in Mobile County. (Seibels). 
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| IMPORTED FIRE ANT (Solenopsis saevissima richteri) - ALABAMA — Very heavy nuptial 
| flight observed in Mobile area, Mobile County, June 21. (Seibels). 


| TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - IDAHO - Populations in general

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INTERCEPTIONS OF SPECIAL INTEREST AT U. S. PORTS OF ENTRY 


Some important interceptions that were reported April 30, 1962, by the Plant 
Quarantine Division, ARS, USDA, follow. These reports are based on identifica- 
tions received from Federal taxonomists at the U. S. National Museum during the 
month, but do include any of special interest from recent months that were not 
previously reported. 


KHAPRA BEETLE (Trogoderma granarium Everts) 22 times; at Savannah, Georgia, 3 
times; at Tampa, Florida, one time; at Charleston, South Carolina, 2 times; at 
Seattle, Washington, 1 time; at New Orleans, Louisiana, 1 time; and at New York, 
New York, 14 times. 


WHITE GARDEN SNAIL (Theba pisana (Miiller)) 4 times; at Norfolk, Virginia, 2 times, 
and at New Orleans, Louisiana, 2 times. 


A SNAIL (Helicella caperata (Montagu)) with dry herbs in baggage at Miami, 
Florida. 


A GIANT SNAIL (Achatina fulica Gerussac) with a trailer at San Diego, California. 


FALSE CODLING MOTH (Cryptophlebia leucotreta (Meyr.)) twice; once in coffee 
berries in mail at District of Columbia Inspection House and once in orange 
stores at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


CHINESE ROSE BEETLE (Adoretus sinicus (Burm.)) twice as hitchhikers in baggage 
destined for California at Honolulu, Hawaii. 


DURRA STALK BORER (Sesamia cretica Led.) 3 times at-Baltimore, Maryland, in 
broomcorn cargo. 


MEDITERRANEAN FRUIT FLY (Ceratitis capitata (Wied.)) (or probably this species) 

57 times; at San Juan, Puerto Rico, 2 times; at Miami, Florida, 1 time; at Boston, 
Massachusetts, 3 times; at Honolulu, Hawaii, 25 times; and at New York, New York, 
26 times. All in baggage except for one in mail each at Honolulu and New York, 
and 3 in stores (2 at San Juan and 1 at Miami). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT FLY (Dacus dorsalis Hendel) 7 times at Honolulu, Hawaii, with 5 
in baggage and 2 in cargo. 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens (Loew)) (or probably this species) 28 times; 
at Tampa, Florida, 2 times; at Calexico, California, 1 time; at Brownsville, Texas, 
2 times; at Nogales, Arizona, 1 time; at San Ysidro, California, 2 times; at El 
Paso, Texas, 6 times; at Laredo, Texas, 13 times; and at New York, New York, 1 
time. All in baggage except for two in stores at Tampa. 


CITRUS BLACKFLY (Aleurocanthus woglumi Ashby) in baggage at Laredo, Texas. 


PEAR LEAF BLISTER MOTH (Leucoptera scitella (Zell.)) (common pest of occasional 
importance from Europe to central Asia) from apples in stores (first Plant Quaran- 
tine Division interceptions) at Baltimore, Maryland, and Miami, Florida. 


A CITRUS RIND BORER (Prays sp., near or endocarpa Meyrick) (a species of consider- 
able importance within its limited southwest Pacific range; causes gall-like 
raised areas on fruit) in stores at Honolulu, Hawaii. 


A TORTRICID (Cacoeimorpha pronubana (Hbn.)) (a widespread species that attacks a 
variety of hosts in Europe) in cargo of cut flowers at New York, New York. 


A SCARAB (Holotrichia sp.) - A live adult collected in cargo of airplane arriving 
at New York International Airport. Genus distributed in Far East and Africa. It 
contains several economic species; although little is known of its potential in 
Africa. 


A SUBTERRANEAN TERMITE (Heterotermes convexinotatus Snyder) - Found heavily infes- 
ting 40 bags of cassava roots on an airplane arriving at Miami, Florida. Species 
is a very serious pest of timbers, houses and living vegetation in area of known 
distribution.

A WHEAT STINK BUG (Aelia rostrata Boh.) 


|Economic Importance: This pentatomid is one of the most important pests of small 
|grains in parts of seuthern Europe. During outbreak years, damage to small 
|grains, particularly to wheat, can be serious. The nymphs and adults feed on 
igrains of cereals, causing them to shrivel, and the flour milled from injured 
lgrains is of inferior quality. Several other species of Aelia have periodically 
j) caused damage to small grains in Europe, the Near East and Africa. Some of these 
jspecies are undoubtedly of considerable importance on various occasions, but in 
|Many cases they are regarded as only minor pests. Climatic conditions and cul- 


|} tural practices are probably very important factors. 


)Several species of Aelia have been intercepted at U. S. ports of entry in past 
jyears. A. rostrata was taken at the Washington, D. C., Inspection House on two 
occasions. Other species were intercepted at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; New 


) Orleans, Louisiana; New York, New York; and at Washington, D. C.

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General Distribution of Aelia rostrata Boh. 


(Pentatomidae, Hemiptera) No. 146 of Series 
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Life History and Habits: The biology as recorded in Spain is as follows: 
Overwintering adults migrate to wheat and sometimes barley in late April or 
early May. The females oviposit in May on dry leaves at the base of the plants 
or on the ground, but rarely on the upper parts of the plants, and usually lay 
their eggs in groups of 8 to 15. Eggs hatch in 5 to 15 days and nymphs pass 
through 5 stages which are completed in about 25 days. The species then passes 
through another complete generation before the adults seek hibernation quarters 
in protected places in the open. Nymphs and adults both feed on the grain, 
especially when it is in the milky stage. 


Description: ADULT - Length 11-12 mm. Generally pale; marked with longitudinal 
stripes alternately fuscous and ochraceous, with fuscous ones broader and more 
indefinite; pale median line extends from apex of head back across pronotum, to 
apical third of scutellum to point where frenum ends. Head pointed, deflected 
and strongly arched; and head elongate, much attenuated in front. (See illustra- 
‘tions below). NYMPHS - First two instars dark, with head and thorax almost 
black, and abdomen pale red with scattered black punctures and transverse bars 
present. Traces of 3 longitudinal ochraceous stripes present on third instar, 
with abdomen turning grayish-ochraceous. (Prepared in Survey and Detection 
Operations in cooperation with other ARS agencies).
